WHEN TO Buy A FarRM.—Very few per- 
sons seem to know that the months of June 
and July are the best in the yearin which 
to look for a purchase or a farm. At this 
geason one can judge whether the land can 
or does produce good crops; for, if it is 
rich, the waving grass, or grain, will be an 
occular demonstration of the fact; and if 
there is, according to the stereotyped as- 
sertion, an abundance of fruit, it can be 
seen at this time to the best advantage. 
The low lands will show whether they are 
really dry enough for pastures in summer, 
and the upland its capacity for withstand- 
ing adrouth, If there are any mosquitoes 
about they will generally make their ap- 
pearance known at this time, if ever, and 
by observing the children, in their- neigh- 
borhood, one ean determine whether the 
locality is healthy or not. 
Summer is also a good time to view the 
never failing spring and a trout pond near 
by, and adraught from one and: a ftunch 
from the other, are attractions which those 
who possess them seldom fail to bestow 
upon those who are likely to become a pur- 
chaser. Even the weeds on a farm will as- 
sist a man in determining its value; for if 
nothing but stunned raw-weed and five- 
finger are to be seen, the land may be 
said to be poor indeed; but if burdock and 
catnip abound, it shows strength to pro-

Speech of Colfax, at Chicago, on 
the Pacific Railroad. 


If you only think of it, we are the only 
nation fronting the Pacitic Ocean which is 
a civilized and commercial nation both. 
There the olive and the fig flourish in the 
same garden with the peach and the cher- 
ry, with nature herein her seasons of rest, 
and there never resting, ever exuberant, 
ever vigorous, ever fructifying, with straw- 
berries every month in the year and with 
blooming out-door gardens from December 
to December. This is the dowry of cli- 
inate that we receive to-day as part and 
parcel of our own heritage. 

At one single stride it has forced back 
the American desert, as it is called, upon 
the maps of our youth, 500 miles. 

We turn opea the page to a new chapter 
in American nationality, in American pro- 
gress. in American wer. That cynical 
French statesman, Who was never true to 
any one but |imself, 1 mean Talleyrand, 
speaking tothe Emperor Napoleon Bofia- 
parte, about the United States, once said, 
sneeringly: “It is a giant without bones.” 
There was some truth in the expression 
then. The parts of our American Repub- 
lic then were widely extended and difficult 
of inter-communication. There were then 
no railroads; there were then no telegaphs ; 
it might have been, as that cynical French- 
man said, ‘* a giant without bones.” But if 
Talleyrand could rise from the dead to- 
day and stand before Louis Napoleon. he 
would not tell him that the United States 
was a giant without bones to-day. [Ap- 
plause.] I know there is, after the military 
achtevements of the war of the rebellion, I 
know there is a thirst, a military thirst, for 
more war, for the expansion of the grow- 
ing of this Republicof ours. IfI stand 
alone, I stand here to say I shall oppose it 
with the extent of my feeble influence. 
Do you long for Canada? [tell you that 
Canada is coming now over the border as 
rapidly as she can, | Applause. 

t put this prediction on record, and I[ will 
not wait ten years to see it fulfilled, that 
California and Oregon are going to rival 
New Englandin manufactures. [Applause.] 
The rapid advance of this country is such. 
not alone in its wealth, which more than 
doubles every ten years, butin the increase 
of its population, which Is even more val- 
uable than gold and silver, six times more 
rapidly than Great Britain, nine times more 
rapidly than Austria, ten times. more rap- 
idly than France, destined to have its han- 
dred millions at the end of the century— 
and beyond it, that it will in its power, in 
its grandeur, in its territorial area, in its 
resources, in its capabilities and its. oppor- 
tunities—it will be, after the opening of 
the next century, what I dare not attempt 
to-night to predict to you. [Applause.] 
It isto come, if we are. faithful; it is to 
come, if we are just; itis to come, if we 
are true to ourselves. From Orient to Oc-
